Geneva, May 10. 

The text of the eight-point Victminh plan for an Indo-China settle- 
ment was released tonight. 

In advancing his proposals, Mr Pham Van Dong, the Vietminh 
Deputy Premier, told the nine-nation conference that they pursued a 
triple aim, namely, to end the war; to ensure the re-establishment of 
peace on a basis of recognition of the national rights of the peoples of 
Indo-China; and to establish friendly relations between the countries of 
Indo-China and France, 

Tonight also the Vietminh delegation issued a statement that the 
Vietminh Government was “prepared to authorise the evacuation of the 
seriously wounded of the French Expeditionary Corps who were taken 
prisoner at Dien Bien Phu.”

He sald the “m: st consistent 
and effective support of the 
forelgn policy of the United 
States, where it has been wise, 
has come from the Democrats, 
Yet we have been Uttle con- 
sulted. Our party and tts 
leaders have been reviled.” 


Senator Ralph Flanders (Re- 
publican, Vermont), told the 
Senate that United States foreign 
policy continued to be “perilous 
and cloudy," | and 
against too mith reliance 
United States military power.
